.Company has been regarded, by intelligent 
kind reflecting men, as an anomaly among the 
monetary, institutions of the country.

tered in 1839— -Feb. 28th— -as an Insurance 
Company, and • expressly 
forbidden by ita 


charter to oxcrciso Banking powers, it has 
disregarded 'this express prohibition, and has 
ossnmud and exercised functions which the 
Legislature of Wisconsin uxplicily denied to 
it, nnd which it had no constitutional or legal 
power to bestow. 


On tlio 19th of January, 18-10, tho uhnrtcr 


of tliia Company was repealed by tho Legis- 
lature, for a violation of its act of incorpora- 
tion i .but U'hns succeeded, up to this time, in 
preventing a judicial 'investigation of tho le- 
gality of its acts.

As for myself, I am a Protcstiint not only 


by faith but by conviction ; and no man can 
bo.warmer attached to religious convictions 
than I am. It is no meiit of mine that my 
troublesomo life has 'nflbrded to mo opportun- 
ities of severe trial in that respect, and it is 
no merit of mine, but a simple necessity that 
I did not sacrifice my religious convictions to 
whatever consideration. But I am no secta- 
rian, I claim libortv of conscience for myself;

I therefore respect every religious con- 
viction. I respect the convictions of the 
Roman Catholics, und will never forget that 
it is tlie religion of nearly ono half of my 
countrymen now, who cordially co-operated jn 
the cause of my country's Independence.

Kev. Sir. Mnrtyn spoko at length on the

sionary and benevolent orunni/iilions. We 
took copious notes of hm speech, but they 
were misluid, and wo have lost them. Ho 
dwelt with much earnestness upon the eon- 
trolling power of slavery over churches, cler- 
py, and missioniiry bodies. The Home Mis* 
Manary Society has filly-six missionaries in the 
Slave States, building up slavuholding church- 
es. There is not a more aristocratic body this 
»ido of the court of St. James, than tho Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. 
TlicHu missionary organizations 


havo their agencies extended all through the 
country, and control, lo a greater or lots dc* 
grce, tho action of ministers on the slave 
question.

showed how the literature of the country, ecc- 
tilar und religion!), had been expurgated from 
anti-slavery sentiment*, at the dictation of 
slavery.

Ruv. Mr. Miner. This is a very important 


question. Ho honored the comc-outers for 
the sako of anti-slavery, who hud taken their 
reputation, almost their lives, in their hand, 
for tho cause of tho slave. Slavery hnd been 
represented as a horrible thing, and, it was 
said, the church of tho living God sustains it. 
Du you believe it ? [Cries of Yes.] Then 
there is no hope I Death and despair are 
•written on thu earth. There can bo no hopo 
for Christianity. Churches had been built up 
with referenco to tho conversion of men, and 
not for reformation from particular sins, and 
honco rum-drinkers got into tho church. But 
wo went to work, and after thirty years, wo 
had got them out. [Voices—not yet.] Wo 
don't feel responsible for rum-drinking in a 
Louisiana church. Slavery isn't here. Wo 
can't touch it, save in the 3d and 4th relation 
—it'* way oft'—wo can't ronch it by discipline. 
Suppose wo try 1 Shall we labor six months, 
a year, or five years ? It is no small mailer 
to give up a church member, and write <ntne 
tektl upon him. 
Wo may givo him up too 


•oon. There is such a thing as getting ahead 
of your time, on this question, nnd I think 
you arc loo fust now. 
How long will it lako 


you to educate the South ? Try it. It lakes

Slave Law, as invoking in itself, and in nil 
who aid in its execution, the essential guilt of 
the system of American Slavery; and that it 
ii at war with tho govurnment of God, and its 
commands can be obeyed only bj a disregard 
of tho clearest teachings of Christianity. 
" 


10. Resolved, That every Christian owes it 


to fail own character, to the religion ho pro- 
fetw«, and to his country, ns well as to the 
trembling' fugitive, victimized, outraged and 
hunted by, this law, to disobey its provisions, 


and to use all tba power and influence which 
he pomsscf, for its defeat and repeal 
/ ll.\Resolved, That we are bound to assist 
those who bare ereaped from slarery, and en- 
deavor to protect ;them in the enjoyment of 
their natural and inalienable rights. 


12. Resolved, That wo p!algo ourselves, as 


01en;and Christians, to'help, sustain and bear 
tho burdens of those who may suB'er, for right- 
eousness'sako, the puinsond penalties of diso- 
beying this unrighteous Fugitive Slave Law;: 


Rev., Mr. .Tcnney'thought those who sus- 


tained pro-slavery ecclesiastical relations could 
not vote for these resolutions. For, if slavery 
may have tho shield and sanction of the 
church, it should have the shield'and protec- 
tion of law. 
He illustrated the,connection of 


Northern churches with slavery, by the figure 
of a copartnership extending through the Un- 
ion, carrying on a lawful business in one por- 
tion, and an unlawful—horse-stealing—busi- 
ness in another portion of the Union. 


Mr. Carr advocated the reiolutions. What- 


ever their application might be to our religious 
connections, ho should vote for them. Tbe 
fugitive slave law contravened God's law, and 
that settles the whole question. 


Rtiv. Mr. Seward advocated the pnssago of 


tho resolution*. The Scriptures forbid us lo 
deliver up' to tho master tho servant escaped 
from him. Ho would aid the tlavo to escape. 
If the United States refused to protect him for 
this, ho would place himself under the prolcc 
tion of the Captain of his salvation. If the U. 
States flag might not wave over his house, he 
would raise above it the banner of Jesus. lie 
recited tho story of the rescuer of Shadrach. 


Lewis Washington said he spoke with trcm 


bling, for ho hnd never received the advantn- 
tagcs of an education. He stood hero to op 
peso slavery and oppression, political and reli- 
gious. IIu belonged to tho piirty of come-out- 
ers. 
Since lie slipped his thumbs from tho 


thumb-screws, nnd his body from the grasp ol 
li's master, he had consccri.tod lii-i one talent 
to the anti-shivery cause. Ho had seen in this 
Convention the shield of tho church thrown 
over slavery. Ho hud been told again and 
ngain by Christians^ that ho must obey this 
fugitivo slave law. Not a betist of tho forcsi 
had arrayed against him such enemies as has 
the blnek man. lie drew a picture of his own 
son claimed by this law, and asked whatshouli 
he do. Not while living would ho givo up his 
son. He recounted the history of his tour ii 
Palmyra and Whitewater, where hu was turn 
od away from door lo door by deacons nni 
Christians, and had to travel 11 miles through 
the mud before ho found shelter. " Be dire- 
ful to entertain strangers,'* &c. Ho gave (lit 
history of the treatment of Henry Johnson 
his wife nnd children, by tho Methodist Epis 
copal Church. He believed the Bible, nni 
tried the church by that xtnndnrd. " By thi'ii 
fruits ye shall know them." The church buys 
and sells JUKIIS Christ. Ho protested agains 
pro-slavery churches and pro-slavery politico 
parties. He found ministers in Wisconsin re- 
ceiving blood money for prciiehing. And ye 
ho was told he must stay in such churches to 
purify them. Throe millions of his color hai 
fallen among two hundred and fifty thousand 
political thieves. Will you put them on youi 
beasts and lake them to the inn V If not, you 
are not Chriitians.

The for 
eigners, men who have had experience of ty 
ranny, presume to oppose tho fugitive slavi 
law and advocate a uovcrnment in which the 
people appoint nil officers and do not clothe a 
President wiih tho monarchic power of pa 
tronage. This is exactly what tho Pro* iJetico 
Journal ought to be doing.^ Where then ! 
the harm if foreigners do it, instead of having 
tho stones of the pavement rise up to tin 
work? If our institutions are all as good a 
they can be, are they likely to bo dnmagei 
by the talk of foreigner*, however wild ? I 
they are not ns pood ns' they can bo, wh> 
should wo blamo foreigners for attempting ti 
belter them ?— Commonwealth.
